By the Deputy Chief, Spectrum and Competition Policy Division, Wireless Telecommunications 
Bureau:

1. In this Order, we grant a request by Cohen, Dippell and Everist, P.C. (CDE) to 
withdraw its Petition for Reconsideration of the Commission’s Report and Order, adopted on 
October 21, 2014, promoting the deployment of wireless infrastructure.1 On February 6, 2015, 
CDE petitioned the Commission for reconsideration of this Report and Order, requesting 
clarification of the meaning of two specific paragraphs relating to broadcast towers.2
